GAME IS CLEAN AND HEALTHY

p.vils o( Two Years Ago Have
Been A-Jishcd and New Rulcs

Have Brouglit a Change.

Football, tho greatcBt of all Amerl¬
can college games, Is to receivo a llt-
ilo attention In the Legislaturc thls
year.probabiy very llttle attontlon, for
Dr. R. S, Powoll'a blll to prohiblt thi
playlng of football ln Vlrglnia wMl
rocelvo aa llttlo notlce as It deserves.
That la at least what those who aro
intereatcd In tho game, dnd who prob-
nbly know moro about It than tho
father of tho prohlbitlvc blll thlnk of
tho matter.

Dr. Powell, who is of tho House, may
ho very Blncero In his deslre to have
football prohlblted In Vlrglnia. Ho
probabiy Is. But If he could Imoglno
the atorm of protcst' that wlll follow
from every quarter In tho Stato whero
football ls known and played he mlght
change hla mlnd, as every free Amerl¬
can nuy do; and let the matter drop.

Too Late, Too l.nte.
Ctrtnln it io that two years ago Dr.

Pov/ell'a blll mlght have recoived due
ronflderatlon. At that tlme It was up
for dlscusslon all over the country.
Dlsapproval for the game as it was

played then was strongly expressed,
nnd those who had charge of chang-
lng tho rules of tho game so as to
make lt moro ln accord wlth goneral
vlows, eaw that it w-as time to act,
The game, as every one at all famll-
lar wlth football knows, was changed
very materlally. Open playa rather
than mass plays wero made the foa-
ture of the game. more Btrlngent reg-
ulations were laid down for clean
playlng and falrness, and proper pun-
ishment was Imposed for all brutality
and unnecessary roughncsa. Presldent
Roosevelt was at the head of the
movement to clean up the grldiron,
and he worked wlth characteristlc
energy. As a result, the game to-day
1b very dlffcrent from what it was be¬
fore all thls hua and cry was raiscd,
and the change haa been found very
satisfactory, not only by the playem
themselves, but as well by those who
knew no more about football than
what they had lcarnod by wotchlng
Irom the grandstand. If thero be any
further chango necessary for the Im-
provement of the game, lt will be
mado at the ncxt meetlng of tho rules
commlttee.

Clenn Game Now.
Ab it Is played now, football Is as

clean as any other game. As well
Introduce a bill to prohiblt baseball,
for baseball ls as rough as the great
tollege game,' and a baseball game
elways enlalts more dlBputes and more
quarrels than one on the grldiron.
So far ag ls known, no ono waa kllled

tn footba,t »ast season, and there was
r,o great number of Injurles reported
through the preas. Why not prohiblt
racing? There is rarely a sc-a.'ou In
whlch a jocnoy la not kllled or badly
hurt. If some leglslator wants to start
in the buslneiis of prohlbitlug athletioH,
let hlm go through the whole gamut,
for he wlll not ftnd a slngle game in
whlch a player ls not llable to somo
form of Injury.

Football ls a dlstlnctly collego gam*.
In several instances it has been pro¬
hlblted In vatious colleges.always
wlth the samo result, that lt was re-
e3tabllshcd. It was never more populir
than It ls to-day. It ls not a game for
towards. It rcqulrea stamlna and en-
dnrance. It prouttces brawn and luuscrc,
und the man who engages ln it ls all
tho better for tho exerclse of his sklll,
hls qulckness and his muscle, whlch
be may derive from football.

CINCINNA TI MAKES BIG
PLANS FOR BOWLERS

Ohio City Offers Rich Rewards and Novel Enter-
tainments for Visitors.International Match

Which Will Decide Championship.
CINCINNATI, OHIO, January 12..It

ls cxpected the coming tournament of
the Amerlcan Bowling Congress, to
be held in this clty from iebruary
12th to 28th. wil) be the beat and must
closely coniested contest ever attempt-
ed by any bowling associatlon since
the advcnt of bowling ln thls coun¬

try- . *

N«w York wlll be represcnted at
Clncinnati. whlle Philadelphia expects
to send from five to fifteen toams.
The quo tlon may well be asked:

"AA'hy ls thls added interest dispiay-
ed?" The answer la slmple. Here o-

fore 15 per cent. of the prlze money,
has been kept by the associatlon that
managed the lourney.

Thls year not only wlll thla not
be done, but 5 per cent. added to thla
15 wlll be glven back to the bowlera
on the very nlght that they bowl,
namely, the hlgh rnan In every team
that rolla in the Clncinnati tourney
wlll receivo $0 ln gold as soon aa he
has flnished bowling. Thls Is tho flrat
inducement. , ,

The second Is the varlous speclal
prlzes that wlll be offered. aomething
llke 82,000 belng glven away by the
Cincinnati delegatlon, an innovation
that waa heretofore not only unheard
of but never dreamed of.
The thlrd la tho speclal entertain-

ments that have been arranged. For
the flrst time a banquet wlll be ten-
dered to the delegates of the Amerl¬
can Bowling Congress. The fourth In¬
ducement is the speclal championsbip
matchcs that wlll be bowled between
the wlnners of the American Bowling
Congress tourney at St. Louls last
year, the champions of the AVestern
Associatlon. the champions of the Ca-
nadlan Associatlon and tho champlona
of the Eaatern or National Aaaociatlon.

Lcgislation Then Enactcd VVil
Hold for Tavo Years on Na-
tional Association Tracks.

SHORT RACES FOR COLTSI

Rule Will Bc Offered Limiting
Three--Ycar-Oid Evcnts to
Be.M: Two in Three Ifcats.

NEW YORK, January 12..Tho blcn-
nlal congress of the Natlonal Trottlng
Associatlon wlll convene Februnry I2tli
at the Murray H1I1 Hotel, New York
Clty. The commlttee on crcdohtlnls
wlll meet at 9 A. M. to receive the
crcdentlnls of tho dclOKatec. Whlle 'hc
meetlng wlll open nt. 11 A. M.

All trncka In memberablp wlth the
natlonal associatlon are asked to mako
augsrestions of changes In thc exls.lng
rules, the same to bo forwarded to
the secretary on or before February
7th. The congress wlll he tho twen-
ty-fotirth cvent in tho hlstory of thc
associatlon, nnd all changes made ln
the prosent rules nnd all now legls'a-
tlon enacted wlll bo in force for tho
next two yeara.

It la expected that a number of Ini-
portnnt qtio tlons wlll be brought be¬
fore the delegates, and If some of tho
propoaed changes'nre accepterl und r"t
In the rulea they wlll, In the oplnlon of
those who are maklng the suggestloiu".
greatly beneflt tho harness turf. At
the flrst nnnual meettng of thc liro'd-
ers' Asaociatinn In thls clty, last > o-
vember. a resolutlon was ado^ted
agalnst the raclng of three-ynr-olds
ln longer raccs than hest two-in-threo.
and slnce then the general oplnlon of
the breeders and the turf press has
been atrongly in favor of thls resolu¬
tlon.
The congress, thcrefore. wlll be aak¬

ed to make such changes In rule 42,
sectlon II., aa wlll not permlt any
association to mako exceptlons to that
rule. The sectlon referr'ed to says tl-at
races for two and three-year-o'ds must
be mile heats, beat two In three, wlurc
no dtatanco or way of golng Is sprcl-
flei, but as each member has a rlght
to make Its own condltlons for a race,
It Is deslred that thls rule be mado
absolute.

Llceuaea for *Jrlvers.
The ls«ulng of a Ilcenso to every

drlver who particlpates In a race over
the natlonal tracks ls belng strongly
urged by horsemen, who belleve a rule
of thls klnd will greatly beneflt thc
turf. This was trled Jdst one sea»on
some years ago. but lt was repoalrd,
although none of the regular drivera
oblected to It In the leaat.
Those who are backlng the renewnl

of the cu«tom argue that cverv honesl
drlver should conslder an offi<-lal ll¬
cense a mark of honor, whlle by thls
means every one cannot get into 'he
sport at wlll. They argue that the
system of runnlng tracks in llcenslng
every jockey and tralner has provod
of immense beneflt. and it wlll prove
equally/ so to the hnrness turf.
Such llcenaes are roqulred from nll

drivera in European coun'rlex whVrc
there are trottlng races. In fact. the
Amerlcan harness turf Is the orly
raclng Instltution where anybody can
enter a contest without an offlcial per¬
mlt from tho turf authoritles.

To Pay Fecs.
On the runnlng tracks a Jockey must

pay a fee of $2i to secure a llcense
for a year, but for the harness turf
a small recording fee wlll be suffici"nt
to Identify a man aa a professlonal
drlver. to whom the loss of bis llcense
would surely prove an Incentive for
honesty in all of hla races. In the
meantime thls practice would at once
d^clde the questlon of amateur and
profe°slonal drivers. a ou»stlon which
has been frequently diecussed and
which haa caused mucb dispute in the
p'ast.
Previou8 to tho openlng of oach eon-

gress the que«t!on of more strlct- rules
for the reglstration and Identlflcation
of horsea raclng over the national'a
tracks comes up. but. unfor*urat- ly,
nothl"g has so far been accomplished
to-effectually flght thla great evll of
the harness turf.
The exlstlng rules are considered

strorpr enough to mnke the appparaneo
of rlngera over trottlng tracks a"» lm-
possible aa they are on running tracks
needed Is a hearty and aincere co-
operatlon betwem the two rullng <>s-
soclatlons and the Trottlng Reglster
Association. whlch has charge of the
registratlon of horsea.

Champs Blyseo in Paris or tlio Untcr
den Linden ln Berlln. It was cori-
structed recently at a cost of $86,000,-
OOu, and would put to shame anythlng
corresponding to it in AA'aahlngton,
New York or Cliicago. It is over 100
feet wlde ln tho clear.

Brazll, of whlcli RIo Janelro is the
capital, has a population of nearly 20,-
000,000. The most startllng fact about
the country Is that it has a larger con-
nected 3rea than tho ^ Unlted States
proper, extend'ng over 3,200,000 square
miles. The total forelgn trado of Bra¬
zll ln 1006 amounted to $430,000,000, of
Whlch exports wero valued nt $26.t-
000.000 and imports at $165,000,000,
glvlng a remarkable balance of trado
of $100,000,000 in favor of Brazll.
Tl.ese totals, moreover, represent nn
advance of $05,000,000 over the total
trade of 1S03. a posltlve Indlcatlon of
prosperlty. That RIo Janelro Is a busy
nort Is indlcated by the fact that the
tctal number of ingoing nnd outgolng
vessels In 190G amounted to nearly
4,700, wlth a total tonnage of about
7,000,000.
